where the famous Teapot Dome in

was 
held. 
Questioning 
was led today by Senator Thom as J 
Walsh, democrat, Montana, who con 
ducted the Teapot Dome inquiry.

W ashington, Oct. 15—The celebrated 
lobby investigation opened before the 
senate judiciary sub-committee today 
w hen six witnesses were called upon 
to tell w hat influences were exerted 
to affect the w riting of the sugar and 
pottery schedules of the pending re­ 
publican tariff bill. 
The 
witnesses 
were 
sum m oned 
when the com m ittee received the pri­ 
vate inform ation indicating an ex tra ­ 
ordinary effort had been made to in 
fluence the action of congress on pot­ 
tery rates, and com mittee m em bers 
have hinted they expect to develop at 
the outset some salient facts about 
the mysterious movements of the sec­ 
ret arm y of propagandists here seek­ 
ing to influence the actions of the n a­ 
tional government. 
The first witness, Fredrick L. Koch, 
a pottery expert on the United States 
tariff commission who furnished the 
congress with statistics upon which to 
base its pottery rates, was to be asked 
w hether any influences were exerted 
upon him. 
Three other witnesses 
have 
been 
called in the sam e connection, William 
Burgess, a legislative agenf^for pot­ 
tery interests, wool and electrical or­ 
ganizations since 1894 and form erly a 
m em ber 
of 
the 
tariff 
commission; 
C hairm an Thom as O. Marin, M assa­ 
chusetts, chairm an of the commission, 
and E dgar B. Brossard, Utah, com m is­ 
sion member. 
When this incident is developed the 
com m ittee then will go into the sugar 
propagandists’ activities, whose work 
has been more obvious than th a t of 
any others since the pending bill has 
been under consideration. In this con­ 
nection, H. A. Austin, U. S. Beet Sugar 
Co., and H. C. Lakin, president, Cuba 
Co., New York City, have been called. 
Austin's organization w ants a 
high 
sugar tariff while L akin’s has been 
seeking a reduction in rates. 
Three other witnesses 
have

called but the nam e of only one has 
been divulged in accordance with the 
unusual precautions taken by the com­ 
mittee to prevent any outside interest 
from knowing w hat action they plan. 
The one known witness, H. R. Wyl- 
lie, head of the China Compony

Charleston, W. Va., 
furnished 
the 
com m ittee with a physician’s certifi­ 
cate stating he could not be present. 
In the background yet to be sum ­ 
moned are m em bers of the so-called 
social lobby who are supposed to in­ 
fluence the votes in congress by w ary 
distribution of social favors.

have used the privileges of the floor 
of the house and senate to prom ote 
the interests of private employers.

St. Paul, Oct. 15.—(U.P)—Articles of 
incorporation were filed here today 
with the secretary of state for a $6,- 
000,000 farm ers’ co-operative through 
which mid-west agricultural interests 
will work in conjunction with the fed­ 
eral farm board. 
Docum ents bringing the organiza­ 
tion into existence have been signed, 
it was announced, by officials of the 
farm ers’ co-operative elevator associa­ 
tion in Minnesota, 
M ontana, 
N orth 
and South Dakota. 
The new m arketing association will 
establish credit to farm ers for loans, 
partly 
through 
the 
federal 
farm 
board, and partly along regular b an k ­ 
ing lines. 
Leaders of the organiza­ 
tion plan to completely dom inate the 
m ovem ent of grain in the four states 
in which it will operate. 
W ith the incorporation articles on 
file, mem bers of the co-operative in­ 
dicated the organization will be placed 
on a w orking basis within a few days. 
D irectors and officers will be chosen 
w ithin th a t time. 
Plans have been completed to fin­ 
ance the association through the sale 
of 300,000 shares of stock at a par 
value of $20. 
E ach share will carry 
a m em bership and voting power and 
sale will be restricted to grain farm ­ 
ers of the states involved. 
• Am ong the leaders of the executive 
officers will be A. J. Olson, president 
of the M innesota F arm Bureau Fed­ 
eration, it was said. 
The four states will be divided in 
IO districts, each with a director rep­ 
resented on Pie board. 
One director 
a t large will bring the total officers 
to 41 an d of these men 12 will be 
chosen to actively direct the affairs of 
the association. 
The ch arter of the co-operative pro­ 
vides that the group m ay purchase 
all grain offered for sale to farm ers’ 
elevators and either m ark et or store 
it. 
The produce will be let upon the 
m a rk et at times when the price is 
highest. 
If at the end of the year a profit is 
shown between the purchase and sale 
price of the grain, it will be divided 
am ong m embers of the association on 
a pro-rata basis.

Northern Pike ami Pickerel 


SOMEBODY has started an argument in the Twin Cities on 
what is the difference between northern pike and pickerel. As far 
as we are concerned in the Brainerd Lake Region, using the name 
northern pike seems to give the fish higher class than dubbing 
him just a plain pickerel. 
Some of our own sportsmen raise their eyebrows at the men 
bion of pickerel, as though the fish were not of the elect. Many a 
fisherman is glad to catch pickerel when the real pike are not bit 
ing and pickerel means fish to any visiting tourist. 
The meat is 
good* but the bones are fine and plentiful. 
Fishermen in our Brainerd Lake Region distinguish between 
tile humble pickerel and their version of a northern pike. 
The 
pickerel’s meat has a creamy, yellow tinge and that of the north­ 
ern pike is pink and firm and has a striped red tinge on top. 
The fin of a pickerel has no red tinge. That of the northern 
pike is black tinged witti red5. 
The pickerel is at its best in winter time, speared througn 
the ice, when the meat is firm and cold. 
In warm weather, how­ 
ever, the meat is very soft and it is hard to skin a pickerel. 
The pickerel has a long pointed nose. The northern pike has 
a short, stubby, black nose on the order of a muskellunge. 
However, scientifically speaking, pickerel and northern pike 
are probably classed as just pickerel. 
A fter many arguments which did not convince skeptics that 
there is a difference, so far as Minnesota pike or pickerel are con­ 
cerned, H. P. Keller, who has a lake cottage on Cullen and is also 
championing the cause of adequate lake levels in his territory, 
asked Thaddeus Sunber, superintendent of fish propagation for the 
game and fish department, for an opinion. 
The specialist replied that “the name ‘northern pike’ is only 
another name for our pickerel (Esox lucuis). 
This particular 
species is found over the entire northern hemisphere and iii this 
country is called by various names such as great northern or 
northern pike, northern pickerel, jackfish and occasionally mus­ 
kellunge. 
“For a long time it was thought that the little pickerel or 
trout pickerel was found in this state, but no specimens of it have 
been obtained in recent years. 
There are none now in existence 
in any collection and therefore I am doubtful if we have more 
than the one species of pike or pickerel in this state, exclusive of 
the muskellunge.”
